all that the Tribunal fhouid do under Prerence that 
they had already acted by Cabal, Violence,&c, Which 
done,theDuke de Villeroy left Neufcharel the 3d,and 
the Count de Matignon the 4th. The Tribunal were 
to examine thofe Protefts the 5th. Inthe mean time 
their Procureur-General had made Counter-Protefts, 
The Affair will be finally adjudged the 15th of Octo- 
ber, And in all Appearance the King of Pruffia will 
have the Principelity. The Protefts of the French 
Competitors have ferv’d for a Jeft at Neufcharel ; 
they came hither Roman-Catholicks, faid one, bur 
they are gone away Proteftants. 


Hague, Sept. 11. ‘ M. Geldermalfen is to ac- 
‘company the Duke of Marlborough in his Jour- 
‘ney to the Upper Rhine. His Graee is vety defi- 
‘ous that an Atrempt fhould be made to force the 
‘ Marthal de Villars to mepafs the Rhine; but that, 
‘ is look'd uponto be a thing morally impoffible,con- 
‘ fidering the number of the Enemy and the advan- 
“tagious Situation of their Camp. To hinder the 
‘Enemy from making ufe of the Poft they have 
‘feeurd on the Right fide of the Rhine, ftrong 
‘ Lines are making, of a moderate Extent ; fo that 
‘they may be guarded and defended during the 
‘Winter Quarters. The Army in Flanders, with 
‘ which the Duke of Marlborough will ftay 5 or 6Days 
‘ before he begins his Journey to Germany, will foon , 
‘go into Quarters ; which are regulated much upon 
“the fame Foot as laft Year. A Councellor of the 
“ Regency of Cleves is come hither, and has agreed 
“that the Quarters of the Pruffian Troops fhall be 
‘on the fame Regulation as laft Year: So that thefe 
‘ Troops are to have their Quarters in the Archbifh- 
‘ optick of Cologne, and in the Country of Cleves ; 
‘ and the King of Pruffia isto pay one Part of the 
“ Charge, England and this State another Part, and 
‘the Country the reft. Don Bernardo de Quiros, 
“ who was formerly Ambaflador of King Charles II. 
“of Spain and afterwards of the Duke of Anjou, 
* and who when the Allies became Matters of Bruf- 
‘ fels after the Battle of Ramilly, came into the Party 
“of King Charles ILI, is thortly expected here in 
* Quality of Plenipotentiary from his new and right- 
‘ful Soveraign. ’Fis thought that after a Stay of 
‘3 0r4 Weeks, he will rerutn to the Spanith Ne- 

therlands. The Government of thofe Provinces 
| is inno good Pofture: The People appear to be 

diflatisfied with the Council of State eftablith’d 
‘there for King Charles. They are defirous that 
England and this State fhould Dire& in the Go- 
, Yernment of thar Country with: greater Authority, 
, ind fo be a Check upon the faid Council: And 
; they fancy to themfelves that they pay more now, 
_ than they did under the Violent Government of the 
_ French, and yet that their Soveraign has lefs Ad- 
Vamage from it. "Tis believ’d thefe Difconteénts 
are fomented by thofe who.having no Part in the 
Prefent Management of Affairs, feek to embroil 
In the mean time the manner of dealing 


* with thefe Provinces isa Point that gives no lirrle 
“ Uneafinefs; and ‘tis faid that laft Week there 
were watm Debates about it in the Afflembly of 
*“ the States General. The Gzar of Mufcovy bad 
* defir’d to engage the Danifh General Scholten in his 
* Service, and made him advantagious Offers, which 
* were in a manner accepted ; bur that General has 
atlaftexcus’d himfelf.. The Reafon is believ’d to 
“be, either that the Court of Denmark did not 
* think it advifeable to part with fo able a General; 
‘or that they were unwilling to give the Swedes 
‘real ground to complain of the Danith Officers 
“putting themfelves into the Mufcovite Service. 
* Letters from a good Hand at Berlin tell us, that the 
* Czar to obtain Peace of the King of Sweden, had 
* offer’d to yield up all he has taken, and to make 
* Reparation for the Damage he inay have done hims 
* but that his Swedith Majefty anfwer’d he would 
‘have no Peace with a Prince that had violated’ 
* Treaties, till he had difabfed him from breaking 
any hereafter.

row for Germany, and propofes to artive at Mentz 
the 21ft. Tis faid his Grace will ufe great Endea- 
vours that the Elector of Hanover may have an Ar- 
my of 50000 effective Men the next Campaign. 
And ’tis certain that when his Grace was here, he 
propos'd to have the Army under his own Com- 
mand augmented for the enfuing Year. Thar Ar- 
my began to march the rith towards Aloft, in Or- 
Ger to detach the Troops conveniently to their Quar- 
ters : And ’tis fuppos’d they will feparate the 20th, 
becaufe Orders were given the 16th for the Pur- 
veyors to diftribure Bread for 4 Days, for the laft 
Time this Campaign. An Exprefs is come from the 
Council of State of the Spanifh Netherlands, with 
a Complaint that the Repartition of Quarters im 
their Téwns is too large and confequently too bur- 
thenfom. But ‘tis expected no Alteration will be 
made on that Account ; becaufe indeed ’tis abfolure- 
ly neceffary to have a good Number of Troops at 
Hand, to make Head againft the Enemy at a fort 
Warning, in Cafe they thould any {udden At- 
tempt during the frofty Weather: And befides, the 
great Number of Officers that will of Courfe have 
their Quarters with the Troops, generally live at 
fuch Expence, that the Towns will nor fuffer in the 
main. The Field-Marfhal M. d’Auverquerque has 
receiv’d by a Trumpet a Letter from the Duke of 
Vendome: It imports, that being inform’d the Court 
of Juftice at the Hague were proceeding againft one 
Gautier as a Criminal, for having laid 2 Defign to 
fieze and carry off M. Huguetan, who-had defraud- 
ed divers Subjects of the King of France of great 
Sums, he declar’d, that if the Procefs againft Gau- 
tier went on, the Affair of Collonel Guethem might 
be re-examin’d ; that Collonel being a Prifoner in 
France, for fiezing {ome Months ago near Verfailles, 
his moft Chriftian Majefty’s Gentleman of the Horfe. 
This Letter being neither dated nor fign’d by the 
Duke of Vendome, M. d’Auverquerque having 
caus'd a Copy of it. to be taken and fent to the 
States, return’d it to the Duke of Vendome ; with 
this fair Excufe for not accepting ir, that it was 
not dated nor fubfcrib’d. Some are of Opinion the 
Duke of Vendome was afham’d to fet his Hand to 
a Declaration fo contrary to all Rule. we 
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Collonel Guethein Was fo far in France when he did 
that Action, yet he had a Commitlion about him, 
and had with him a Band of Men, above the Num- 
ber that had been mucually agreed neceffary to be 
reouted and denominated a Party : Whereas Gau- 
tier had no Commiifion about him, nor the Num- 
ber of Soldters requifie to make a Party ; and tho 
he had had a fufficient Number, yet having no 
Comumitfion, both he and they ought to be reputed 
2 Gang of Banditi and as fuca to be fubjet to the 
civil Juftice. We are impatient to learn, whether 
the Duke of Vendome will icad thar Letter agen 
fign'’d.
